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A letter  from  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  - December  17,  2012 

In  January  2012, 1 had  the  honor  of  being  appointed  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  by 
Mayor  Ed  Lee  and  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  (SFAC).  After  twelve 
wonderful  years  serving  as  the  director  of  a San  Francisco  arts  organization,  I am 
thrilled  to  have  the  opportunity  to  guide  the  SFAC  to  the  next  level  of  municipal  arts 
leadership.  It’s  a critical  time  for  us  to  work  together  with  the  arts  community  and  our 
City  partners  to  integrate  the  arts  into  all  aspects  of  civic  life  and  to  champion  the  arts  as 
a dynamic  vehicle  for  building  sustainable  communities  and  improving  the  quality  of 
life  in  San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco’s  arts  community  is  one  of  the  most  daring,  innovative,  and  vital  of  any 
city.  Recent  research  speaks  to  the  volume  and  richness  of  our  local  arts  industry  and 
the  opportunities  for  a strong,  sustainable  arts  ecosystem.  Our  arts  and  culture-inspired 
tourism  generates  approximately  $1.7  billion  in  local  visitor  spending  (according  to 
research  issued  by  the  San  Francisco  Travel  Association).  The  Americans  for  the  Arts 
2012  Arts  & Economic  Prosperity  Report  further  reveals  that  our  local  non-profit  arts 
and  culture  organizations  support  19,744  full-time  equivalent  jobs  and  $508.9  million  in 
household  income.  The  City’s  investment  in  the  arts  offers  a clear  demonstrated  return 
- in  tourism  dollars,  in  local  jobs,  and  in  stronger  neighborhoods  - ensuring  that  San 
Francisco  remains  the  innovation  capital  of  the  world  and  a great  place  to  live. 

With  that,  I am  very  pleased  to  present  the  SFAC’s  annual  report  for  FY  2012.  We  have 
structured  this  year’s  report  to  include  district-based  fact  sheets  and  some  more  in- 
depth  stories  about  agency  projects  that  have  citywide  impact.  Some  highlights  of  the 
report  include:  the  40th  anniversary  of  our  Street  Artist  Licensing  Program,  which  has 
championed  a DIY  business  model  since  1972;  start  of  conservation  on  the  historic  Coit 
Tower  murals;  and  the  ongoing  revitalization  of  Central  Market  Street  through  cultural 
activation  on  U.N.  Plaza.  In  the  following  pages,  you  will  also  see  the  impact  of  our 
groundbreaking  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program,  which  supports  hundreds  of  diverse 
arts  organizations  and  individual  artists  in  all  of  our  neighborhoods. 

We  have  much  to  applaud  this  year  and  even  more  to  look  forward  to  in  FY  2013.  Stay 
tuned,  as  the  SFAC  embarks  on  a comprehensive  strategic  planning  and  community 
engagement  process  to  improve  our  services  to  the  community.  If  you’re  not  already 
connected,  I invite  you  to  join  our  network  to  learn  about  up-to-the-minute  arts 
opportunities,  events,  programs,  and  resources.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  you 
in  2013!

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Groundbreaking  Legislation  Means  More 
Art  for  San  Francisco 


FISCAL  YEAR  2011-12 
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In  1985,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  helped  pass  groundbreaking  legislation 
that  requires  private  developers  to  spend  one  percent  of  construction  costs  for  public 
artwork  on  any  new  development  project  or  addition  to  an  existing  building  over  25.000 
square  feet  in  the  downtown  C-3  district.  The  original  intent  of  San  Francisco  Planning 
Code  Section  429  was  to  enrich  public  spaces  with  artwork,  and  over  the  past  27  years 
San  Francisco’s  downtown  has  amassed  an  impressive  array  of  contemporary  art. 


In  April  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  amended  Section  429  of  the  Planning  Code  to 
provide  private  developers  with  the  option  to  contribute  a portion  of  their  mandated 
one-percent-for-art  requirement  to  a new  Public  Artwork  Trust  Fund.  They  also  expanded 
the  legislation  beyond  the  downtown  C-3  district  to  all  non-residential  buildings  in  excess  of 
25,000  square  feet  in  approximately  one  dozen  new  land  parcels,  including  zoning  districts 
located  north  of  Division  Street,  near  Duboce  and  13th  streets,  as  well  as  select  parcels  in 
the  Sunset  District.  (See  map  below).  This  legislation  is  the  culmination  of  many  years  of 
work  by  the  Mayor’s  Office,  Board  President  David  Chiu,  the  Arts  and  Planning  Commissions 
in  addition  to  numerous  partners  and  advisors  from  the  art,  architecture  and  development 
communities.  It  reflects  the  City’s  belief  that  the  arts  are  an  essential  component  of  civic  life 
and  contribute  to  the  economic  health  and  cultural  wealth  of  the  City.

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The  new  Public  Artwork  Trust  Fund  will  allow  for  greater  flexibility  in  how 
mandated  art  funds  are  spent  to  activate  and  enliven  the  city.  The  funds  may  be 
expended  in  the  applicable  zones  and  districts  where  the  requirement  is  applied  as 
well  as  within  a half-mile  radius  of  the  C-3  district  or,  in  the  case  of  the  other 
zoning  districts,  within  a half-mile  of  the  project  boundary.  (See  map).  The  Trust 
may  be  used  to: 

1)  commission  new  permanent  and  temporary  public  artwork; 

2)  award  grants  to  local  artists  and  nonprofit  arts  organizations  for  the 
presentation  of  art  in  public  spaces; 

3)  preserve  the  Civic  Art  Collection; 

4)  and  contribute  to  capital  improvements  of  cultural  facilities.  An  additional 
benefit  of  the  legislation  allows  arts  organizations  located  anywhere  in  the  city 
to  apply  to  use  these  funds  in  the  designated  districts  and  within  the  half-mile 
radius.  For  example,  an  arts  organization  located  in  District  1 can  apply  for  a 
Public  Artwork  Trust  Fund  grant  to  create  or  present  a project  within  the 
downtown  C-3  district.  The  Trust  will  increase  public  access  to  excellence  and 
diversity  in  artistic  expression  and  will  support  and  strengthen  the  entire  arts 
ecology  in  San  Francisco. 

In  the  following  months,  the  Arts  Commission  will  roll  out  a comprehensive  public 
planning  process  to  determine  priorities  and  guidelines  for  the  use  of  the  Trust.

San  Francisco  is  witnessing  unprecedented  change  in  the  Central  Market  corridor.  Over 
the  past  two  years  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  has  been  deeply  involved  in  the 
transformation  of  Central  Market  into  a lively  and  sustainable  cultural  district  with  the  arts  at 
its  core.  We  are  partnering  with  a variety  of  neighborhood  non-profit  organizations,  local 
businesses  and  city  agencies  on  this  comprehensive  effort.  With  seed  money  and  a second 
grant  provided  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  (NEA),  the  SFAC  manages  The 
ARTery  Project,  a series  of  creative  place-making  programs  aimed  at  capitalizing  on  the 
neighborhood’s  strengths  and  bringing  positive  cultural  activity  and  interest  to  the  area. 

The  ARTery  Project  is  a key  element  of  the  Central  Market  Economic  Strategy,  the  City's 
holistic  approach  to  economic  and  community  development  in  the  district.  Mayor  Lee 
released  the  Economic  Strategy  to  identify  high  priority  activities  for  the  City  and  private 
sector  partners  with  the  goal  of  revitalizing  and  stabilizing  Central  Market.  This  ten-month 
community  process,  led  by  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  highlighted 
the  need  for  activation  of  public  areas,  arts  programming,  filling  vacant  storefronts,  serving 
residents  and  increasing  safety.  See  http:yycentralmarketpartnership.org. 

The  ARTery  Project's  programs  have  been  critical  in  fostering  an  environment  in  which 
civic  goals  can  be  realized  in  Central  Market  and  it  has  become  a model  for  the  Mayor’s 
Invest  in  Neighborhoods  initiative,  which  aims  to  direct  City  resources  and  assistance  to 
neighborhood  commercial  corridors  throughout  San  Francisco. 

Some  of  The  ARTery  Project's  successes  include  the  critically  acclaimed  Art  in  Storefronts 
program,  which  has  become  a national  model  for  remediating  urban  blight  by  harnessing 
the  creativity  of  artists  to  transform  vacant  or  under-used  spaces  into  destinations  for 
cutting-edge  art.  From  May  to  September  2011,  Central  Market  showcased  six  original  art 
installations  and  five  new  murals,  all  by  San  Francisco-based  artists.  The  program  provides 
a forum  for  artists,  who  have  been  affected  by  the  down  economy,  to  create  new  work 
in  a non-traditional  space  and  to  gain  exposure,  leading  to  more  visibility,  exhibition 
opportunities  and/or  art  sales.

The  ARTery  Project  also  promotes  and  supports  a number  of  neighborhood  arts  organizations. 
Hospitality  House  moved  into  the  ground  floor  of  the  luggage  store  in  October  2010  and  programs 
began  immediately.  In  spite  of  initial  concerns  about  maintaining  its  users— homeless  or  marginalized 
artists— Hospitality  House  saw  an  increase  in  Community  Art  Program  participation.  Hospitality 
House  joined  forces  with  its  neighbors,  the  Gray  Area  Foundation  for  the  Arts  and  the  luggage 
store  gallery  to  host  four  coordinated  gallery  openings  which  increases  foot  traffic  on  the  street  by 
creating  a lively  community  artwalk.  Additional  organizations  have  relocated  to  the  Central  Market 
corridor,  bolstering  the  promise  of  a rich  cultural  arts  district:  SF  Camerawork,  Black  Rock  Arts 
Foundation,  KUNST-STOFF  dance  company,  Blix  Art  Supply,  A.C.T.,  Twitter,  Pearl’s  Burgers,  and 
most  recently,  Dolby. 

Visual  and  performing  art  street  activation  projects  over  the  last  year  have  included: 

• Market  Street  Blooms  - an  installation  of  two  twenty-foot  flower  sculptures  by  Karen  Cusolito,  on 
view  on  both  sides  of  Market  Street  across  from  U.N.  Plaza; 

• Art  Market  at  U.N.  Plaza  - open  Thursdays  from  June  through  December,  draws  shoppers  to 
dozens  of  booths  featuring  unique,  hand-crafted  merchandise  by  local  artists; 

• 24  Days  of  Art  festival  - from  September  through  October  Central  Market  Arts  partnered  with 
local  businesses  to  present  30  dance  troupes,  an  artwalk  on  6th  Street  and  the  EXIT  Theater’s  Best 
of  the  Fringe  Festival  performance  series; 

• Noontime  Dance  at  U.N.  Plaza  series  - presented  in  partnership  by  the  SFAC  and  Mission  Cultural 
Center  for  Latino  Arts,  drew  hundreds  for  free  classes  or  simply  to  enjoy  the  Latin,  Haitian,  and 
Caribbean  beats  while  lunching  on  delicious  bites  courtesy  of  Off  the  Grid; 

• Denia  Dance  and  People  in  Plazas  - both  presenting  free  lunchtime  series  of  live  music,  dance  and 

theater  at  U.N.  Plaza;  and 

• The  Bold  Italic’s  Mid  Riff  Microhood  - a block  party  of  art  receptions,  discounted  food,  libations, 
and  entertainment,  co-sponsored  by  the  luggage  store,  Hospitality  House,  SF  Camerawork,  and 

the  SFAC. 


With  funding  from  Grants  for  the  Arts,  the  Kenneth  Rainin  Foundation  and  the 
NEA,  the  Arts  Commission  will  continue  to  support  short-term  activation  in  U.N. 
Plaza  and  throughout  the  Central  Market  district. 

As  a visual  demonstration  of  how  far  Central  Market  has  advanced,  the  Arts 
Commission  recently  launched  a promotional  poster  campaign  in  the  Decaux 
kiosks  along  Market  Street,  between  5th  and  Octavia.  The  Discover  Central 
Market  campaign  spotlights  the  organizations  and  individuals  who  are 
contributing  to  the  corridor’s  revitalization,  such  as  fashion  designer  Jarred 
Garza  of  Archetype  Boutique;  neighborhood  icon  Darryl  Smith,  director 
of  the  luggage  store  gallery;  and  Marina  Fukushima,  a dancer  with  Yannis 
Adoniou’s  KUNST-STOFF  dance  company,  among  others.  For  a calendar  of 
events,  go  to:  www.sfartscommission.org/artery.

Established  by  voters  in  1932,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  all  of 
the  art  belonging  to  the  City  that  are  not  included  in  the  Asian  Art  or  Fine  Arts  Museums 
collections.  The  City's  Charter  charges  the  Arts  Commission  with  the  preservation  and  care 
of  the  works  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  The  murals  located  at  Coit  Tower  are  a part  of  this 
vast  and  prestigious  collection,  which  today  is  comprised  of  over  4,000  objects.  800  of 
which  are  integrated  into  public  facilities  and  spaces  of  every  description,  from  the  airport 
to  the  zoo. 

Collectively  the  Civic  Art  Collection  is  valued  in  excess  of  S93  million  dollars.  Due  to  the 
City’s  budget  challenges,  this  one-of-a-kind  collection  has  been  historically  underfunded 
In  fiscal  year  2010-2011,  city  funding  for  the  maintenance/conservation  budget  for  the  entire 
collection  was  $75,000;  prior  to  that  it  had  only  been  $15,000  a year.  Unfortunately,  this 
amount  is  not  enough  to  address  the  innumerable  needs  of  an  aging  collection  that  is,  in 
many  cases,  vulnerable  to  graffiti  and  other  types  of  vandalism. 

Recently,  Coit  Tower  has  been  in  the  news,  because  after  22  years  and  over  4 million  visitors 
it  is  time  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  undertake  significant  restoration  work  on  the  murals. 
Created  in  1934,  the  murals  at  Coit  Tower  include  27  distinct  frescos  painted  by  26  artists, 
many  of  whom  either  studied  with  or  were  influenced  by  the  famous  Mexican  muralists 
Diego  Rivera  and  Jose  Clemente  Orozco.  The  last  major  restoration  took  place  in  1990 
and  focused  on  the  ground  floor  murals.  Today,  the  condition  of  these  murals  remain 
significantly  better  than  before  1990,  which  is  a testament  to  the  protective  measures  that 
have  been  in  place  for  some  time,  such  as  a metal  barrier  located  in  front  of  the  murals, 
glass  coverings  on  some  of  the  most  vulnerable  areas  and  restricted  access  to  the  murals 
located  on  the  second  floor.

Most  of  the  observed  damage  is  either  environmental  or  mechanical— meaning  direct  contact 
with  the  murals  by  an  object  or  person  that  causes  the  displacement  of  pigment.  The 
environmental  damage  is  largely  the  result  of  exposure  to  moisture,  which  has  left  salt  deposits 
or  "efflorescence"  on  some  areas  of  the  mural.  This  is  a well-documented  historic  problem  that 
requires  ongoing  attention.  However,  without  a dedicated  and  sufficient  revenue  source,  the  Arts 
Commission  has  been  unable  to  mitigate  damage  to  the  murals  or  engage  in  restoration  efforts. 
Until  now.... 


ArtCare 


In  2013,  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  will  undertake  a $1.5  million  restoration  of  Coit 
Tower.  In  addition,  the  Department  has  pledged  $250,000  for  the  restoration  of  the  murals  as 
well  as  1%  of  the  gross  revenues  generated  by  the  Tower  concessionaire  for  ongoing  maintenance 
and  care  of  the  murals.  Early  projections  indicate  that  under  this  agreement  the  Arts  Commission 
would  receive  approximately  $6,000  annually  for  maintenance  and  restoration  of  the  Coit  Tower 
murals.  A comprehensive  mural  assessment  estimates  that  the  total  cost  to  restore  the  murals  will 
be  $300,000,  so  we  are  well  on  our  way  towards  achieving  our  financial  and  restoration  goals. 


But  how  will  we  get  there?  What  about  the  other  aging  works  in  the  Civic  Art 
Collection?  The  answer  is  ArtCare.  Faced  with  the  ongoing  dilemma  of  a lack  of 
funds  to  provide  appropriate  care  for  the  collection,  the  Arts  Commission  needed 
to  develop  a new  strategy.  Established  in  2010  in  partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Dealers  Association,  ArtCare  is  dedicated  to  raising  funds  for  the 
conservation  and  maintenance  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  ArtCare  provides  a 
vehicle  for  the  private  sector  to  become  a partner  in  preserving  the  city’s  public 
monuments  and  artworks  so  that  future  generations  can  enjoy  these  works  for 
many  years  to  come.

Since  ArtCare’s  founding,  the  Arts  Commission  has  restored  a seminal  1971  Peter 
Voulkos  sculpture  (one  of  the  City’s  first  art  enrichment  commissioning  projects) 
at  the  Hall  of  Justice  on  Bryant  and  7th  streets  and  the  1982  Man  Lin  Choi  Korean 
Monument,  Movement:  The  First  100  Years,  located  in  the  Embarcadero  Ferry 
Park.  In  addition,  restoration  work  on  the  1989  Keith  Haring  Dancing  Figures 
sculpture  at  Moscone  Center  was  just  completed  thanks  in  part  to  $65,000  from 
the  Keith  Haring  Foundation  and  donations  to  ArtCare.  In  June,  the  sculpture  was 
returned  to  its  refurbished  pedestal,  located  at  Howard  and  Third  streets. 


In  June,  the  SFAC  hired  a 
leading  art  conservator 
specializing  in  W.P.A-era 
murals  to  complete  phase  one 
of  a comprehensive  restoration 
project  at  Coit  Tower  that 
included  cleaning  the  surface 
of  the  frescoes  located  on  the 
first  floor. 


In  these  difficult  economic  times  it  has 
become  apparent  to  all  that  the  City 
cannot  care  for  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
on  its  own,  and  this  formidable 
collection  has  aged  and  requires  a 
more  aggressive  schedule  of  care. 

By  establishing  this  innovative  public- 
private  partnership,  the  Arts 
Commission  ensures  that  San 
Francisco’s  assets  maintain  their  value 
and  integrity,  and  remain  priceless 
treasures  for  all  citizens  and  visitors 
to  enjoy.

SFAC's  Civic  Design  Review  ensures  excellence  of  the  built 
environment  through  a three-phase  review  of  structures  and  parks  on 
City  land  by  SFAC  staff  and  commissioners.  The  committee 
carefully  reviewed  plans  for:  a new  firehouse,  SFFD  Station  #1,  to 
replace  the  one  that  will  be  demolished  with  SFMOMA's 
expansion;  SoMa  West  Skate  Park,  a project  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works;  and  designs  for  Uptown  Tenderloin  Historic 
District,  including  a series  of  plaques  commemorating  the 
neighborhood's  significant  cultural  and  historic  locations. 

With  percent-for-art  funds,  the  SFAC  commissioned  Ned  Kahn 
to  create  two  large-scale  installations,  including  a wind-powered 
kinetic  sculpture  on  the  facade,  and  purchased  357  two-dimensional 
works  by  more  than  100  artists  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission’s 
permanent  collection  at  its  new  headquarters  at  525  Golden  Gate, 
making  it  one  of  the  largest  repositories  of  public  art  in  the  city.

The  Street  Artist  Licensing  Program  certifies  artists  to  sell  their  work  in  designated  spaces,  providing  a 
colorful  outdoor  marketplace  in  the  city's  most-visited  areas.  Approximately  60  percent  of  program 
participants  reside  in  San  Francisco.  A total  of  394  artist  spaces  are  located  throughout  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  In  District  One,  sites  include:  Point  Lobos  near  Seal  Rock  Drive  and  the  Cliff

Established  by  charter  in  1932,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  (SFAC)  is  the  City  agency 
that  champions  the  arts.  We  believe  that  a creative  cultural  environment  is  essential  to  the  city's 
well-being  and  we  strive  to  integrate  the  arts  into  all  aspects  of  city  life.  Our  programs  enhance 
the  urban  landscape  with  visual  arts;  invest  in  communities  through  creativity,  and  provide 
capacity  building  and  educational  support  through  the  following  programs:  Civic  Art  Collectior 
Civic  Design  Review,  Community  Arts  & Education.  Cultural  Equity  Grants.  Public  Art.  SFAC

When  plans  changed  to  replace  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission's  La  Grande 
Water  Tank,  also  known  as  the  Blue  Tower,  $213,280  in  funding  became  available  for  public  art 
in  McLaren  Park.  With  these  funds  the  Public  Art  Program  commissioned  Philosopher’s  Way 
a 2.7-mile  trail  loop  featuring  fourteen  "musing  stations”  by  S.F.-based  artists  Susan 
Schwartzenberg  and  Peter  Richards  that  highlight  the  interrelationships  between  the  area's 
ecology,  geography,  history  and  the  ongoing  experiences  of  the  people  who  frequent  the  park. 

In  addition  to  commissioning  two  new  gates  for  Cayuga  Playground  by  Eric  Powell,  the 
Public  Art  Program  also  oversaw  the  conservation  and  reinstallation  of  approximately  196 
unique  hand-carved  sculptures  by  long-time  Cayuga  Park  groundskeeper  Demetrio  Braceros. 
The  new  public  artwork  was  unveiled  at  the  park's  reopening  in  August  2013. 

StreetSmARTS  is  a joint  program  of  the  SFAC  and  Department  of  Public  Works  aimed  at 
combatting  graffiti  by  pairing  urban  artists  with  private  property  owners.  Once  the  target  of 
taggers,  5070  Mission  Street  now  features  a beautiful  mural  by  Cameron  Moberg.

$12,750  will  support  the  Croatian  American 
Cultural  Center  in  producing  Cultures  at  the 
Crossroads , a concert  series  featuring  traditional 
music  and  dance  from  Croatia,  Bosnia,  Kosovo, 
Bulgaria  and  Hungary. 

Excelsior  Action  Group  (eagsf.org)  received 
$2,500  for  the  11th  Annual  Excelsior  Arts  & Music 
Festival. 

$11,250  will  support  Litquake  (litquake.org)  in 
producing  its  nine-day  festival,  October  11-19,  2013, 
along  with  literary  events  throughout  the  year. 


Out  of  Site:  Center  for  Arts  Education 
(outofsite-sf.org)  was  awarded  two  grants: 
$3,000  for  the  4th  Excelsior  Art  Walk;  and  $11,250 
for  its  free  after-school  programs  in  visual  and 
performing  arts  for  public  high  school  youth.  The 
organization,  located  at  the  intersection  of  the 
OMI  and  Excelsior  neighborhoods,  provides 
relevant  and  conceptually-based  arts  education 
that  complements  work  in  the  schools. 


Where  Art  Meets  Education 


Students  at  June  Jordan  Elementary  School  learned  the  difference  between  sanctioned  and  unsanctioned  art 
through  Where  Art  Lives,  an  anti-graffiti  curriculum  that  places  urban  artists  in  public  schools  to  teach  youth 
the  difference  between  public  art  and  graffiti  vandalism.  The  program  is  the  educational  component  of 
StreetSmARTS,  a joint  program  of  the  SFAC  and  Department  of  Public  Works.
